Now... I have seen this too. What order does NOS look thru the FTPUSERS 
file at... from top-to-bottom or from bottom-to-top. I know in the Mac 
version you have to make sure that your "catch all" permissions like 
anonymous must be at the end... or else your users will never get 
anything more than those permissions.
